The Roman law strictly prohibits Protestant
worslap in the eity of Rome. The only sxeep-
tien to this restriction s thit the Ambassudors
of forewen Governments may have ‘Iwm:- B
vice celebrated in their own houses, Under
this protection, the Ruesian, the Prussiau, the
Amerioan, aud other representatives of foreian
Governments have had, tor many years, chapels
in their own houses,

The Britiesh Govenment has no diplomatio re-
lations with Rome, but the British 'rotestapts
have tor forty years past been tolernted in hold.
ing worship in a buyloft, finished od ns u ehapel,
just outade the walls, by the Porty del Fopolo,
The practice, however, has been more tolerant
than the law, and the Roman authoritics have
winked nl or overlooked other religious sssem-
bies of foreign resdents, Thus there have
been for six venrs two stations of Stoich Pres-
byterinng, which lhave never been nterferd
with aptil, o Decembar 20, the chapluins were
